Insurance Assignments. 

Judge Thayer, to-day, gaye a judgment for 
defendant Ryan in the case of the Connecticut 
Mutual Life Insurance Company vs. Sallie 
Gilday and Thomas Ryan. The judgment is 
based on a demurrer to Ryan’s in and 
the circumstances are that in 1874 John Gilday 
insured his life in the Connectient Company, 
and, being indebted tofKyanafsame $4,000, as- 
signed the polfcy to him, the wife joining in the 
assignment. Gilday died in 1878, when his 
wife claimed the insurance money on the 
ground that her assént to the assignment had 
been obtained by improper influences. The 
money Was paid into court. by the insurance 
company, to await the determination of the 
interplea. Judge Thayer said, in passing up- 
on the case, that the proof showed that John 
Gilday was largely indebted to Ryan at the 
diate of the assignment, and that the policy 
was assigned by Mr. and Mrs. Gilday as secur- 
ity for this debt. The assignment of Mrs. 
Gilday must be regarded as a voluntary act, 
and there was not sufficient evidence to es- 
tablish that it was procured through duress 
or by fraud. The evidence at most showed 
that she disiiked to part with the policy, and 
that she was Lrieved at the necessity which 
compelled her to part with it. But the act 
itself must be regarded as voluntary. People 
oftentimes make bargains that they dislike to 
make; but such bargains are not void 
merely because stress of cireumstahices or 
financial embarrassments of themselves or 
friends compel them to do acts and make 
contracts which they dislike tomake. Duress 
means something far different from this. The 
case rests, therefore, upon a naked question 
of law, whether this policy was assignable in 
John Gilday’s lifetime by the joint act of Mr. 
and Mrs. Gilday. Whatever the rule may be 
in New York and other States that have 
adopted the rule laid down in Eadie ys. 
Shinnan and other later cases, it seems 
in this State this question is settled 
adversely to Mrs. Gilday by two cases report- 
ed in 47 Mo., and 419. In each of these 
cases it is rulg ta policy of this character 
might be assis by the husband and wife, 
and that such assignment might be made to 
secure the husband’s debt.

THE CAR-S TABLE BLAZE. 


Thirty Thousand Dollars’ Worth of 
Property Totally Destroyed. 


The large fire Sunday evening by which the 
Missouri Railroad Company lost their build- 
ings on the corner of Olive street and Chan- 
ning avenue, was caused by a lamp explosion. 
A ear driven by Matt Malin was run into the 
sheds about 8:40. It got off the track and jolt- 
ed the center lamp out of its rack. 
As soon as the lamp struck the floor it ex- 
ploded, set the surrounding ears and the in- 
flammable material in the sheds in a blaze, 
and before the engines could possibly arrive 
the fire was master of the situation. 

No effort was made to save the buildings, as 
it would have been worse than useless. 

The fact that a quantity of oil was stored 
inthe building caused a slight scare, but it 
exploded harmlessly, taking down part of a 
wall. The stables and thirteen cars 
were completely destroyed, at a loss to 
the company of about $30,000, $20,000 
of which is covered by insurance 
in companies represented here by Martin 
Collins. One hundred and sixty horses were 
in the stables at the time, but were got safely 
out. Many of them are still wandering around 
ownerless.

REGU LATING THE RIVERS. 
How the Destruction ie Szegedin Might 


ve Been A — — 
[From the New r rid.) . * 
vm, March 7. — he — a ling 
trophe which destroyed the city of, Szegedin, 
in Hungary, and which Has been smd is stil!

was the subject of my last letter. It is fair to 
presume that readers of the World are desir- 
ous to know the cause of the srdden misfor- 
tune and the means proposed for preventing 
ite repetitton im future. he i ries made 
for this purpose will be useful for other 
countries exposed to similar dangers. The 
floods caused of late by the Rhone in Frauce, 


by the Oder in Germany, by several rivers zin 


Switzerland and Italy were mostly due to the 
‘parbarous devastation of woods in those 
parts. Careful measurements with the best 
and newest instruments, under- 
taken in Switzerland and Germany, 
have given the following results; 
Of the rain which falls in the forest districts 
almost one-third flows off directly, one-third 
evaporates and about a third reaches the 
ground slowly and flows off within a few days. 
“This preves that a sudden and heavy rainfall 
can never be So dangerous to the lower parts 
in forest districts as in others. In mountain- 
ous countries where the forests have been de- 
stroyed the masses of water flow to the plain 
unhindered and cause floods. This is, how- 
ever, not the reason why the Hungarian plain 
is exposed to such dangerous floods, for in the 
Carpathian mountains there is still plenty of 
woodland. 

Another cause must be taken into considera- 
tion which occurs in the countries where for- 
ests abound, as Germany and Austria. Rivers 
bring with them from the mountains large 
quantities of sand and stone, by which means 
they raise the river-bed)just as the natural 
resérvoirs of the mountains, mountain lakes. 
filhkagp with stone little by little, so that a great 
many of them are alread dried up. Of course 
when the river-bed is raised, floods oceur more 


easily. Embankments have been raised on the 


but these are of no use 
time, as the river's bed 
tinues rising The modern 
engineers after many experiments have 
divers measurc that promise to prWont 
floods. A means of preventing the river from 
raising its bed is to give up the embankments 
along the riverside and raise cross-dykes in 
the river-bed, leaving but a narrow escape: in 
the middle. The result is that the water digs 
its bed deeper in the middle, and pushes sand 
and stones toward the sides, where they 
serve to reinforee the cross-dykes. Em- 
bankments along the riverside are only raised 
at very dangerous points, anda there an in- 
undation ground of three hundred to four 
hundred feet is left between the river and the 
embankment, Where the water can remain 
when the river becomes too high. In addition 
to these eross-dxkes, reservoirs are to be made 
in the mountains, where the waters ean be 
collected mm heavy rainfalis, and canals are to 
be constructed which will take up the river’s 
abundant waters and may serve for watering 
fields or for navigation when required. 

None of these useful measures were observed 
when the course of the Theiss was regulated. 
In 1846, when the plans for reculating the 
course of the Theiss were being pre pared, the 
celebrated Italian engineer, Paleocapa, who 
built the Cavour canal. advised that large 
‘space for inundation should be left when the 
embankments were raised. But this excellent 
advice was not followed. ‘To facilitate navi-

Edison’s Eleetro-Motograph.

In the electro-motograph a cylinder made of 


prepared chalk and saturated with a strong 
solution of caustic alkali is set upon supports 
So that it can be turned upon its axis. <A 
strip of metal fastened tothe mica diaphragm 
rests upon the cylinder and is pressed so firm- 
ly by its spring upon the cylinder that when it 
is turned by means of the handle the friction 
of the strip on the cylinder tends to pull the 
diaphragm out of shape, causing it to bulge 
inward as long as the evlinder is in motion. If 
now, while this motion of the cylinder is main- 
tained, an electric current passes through the 
strip of metal and then through the chalk eyl- 
inder to earth, the amount of friction is va- 


ried or it is destroyed altogether. and the 
strip slides freely on the cylinder. This was 
the basis of the former invention. The release 
from friction by a change in electric condition 
in the first instrument failed simply from ig- 
norance of. some slight matters of detail, that 
inthe electro-motograph are corrected and 
‘made practieal. In the musical telephone the 
releasing of the frictional resistance by elec- 
tric action caused the sounding-board of 
a guitar to vibrate, and thus set 
up sonorous vibrations. In the electro-moto- 
graph the mica disk takes the place of the gui- 
tar, and, by the improved construction of the 
apparatus, ‘intricate and complex vibrations 
such as are produced in speaking are repro- 
duced in their original of even in greater vol- 
ume.
